The Author of thefe ingenious Effays begins with an Apology 
“the Freedomand Latitude he takes in Phyfical Problems, and 
Merural Dagatitionss inthe difcufling of which the World will 
claa sao a Philofophica: Liberty, the Holy Scriptures being 
wriccen’ofh.w usto Menthe Kingdom of God, and to prepare 
thoir Minds to become his obedient Subjects, leaving the Univerfe, 
ard the Syitem thereof, to the Enquirics of Mankind for the ex- 
ercife of his Rational Faculties, and for the Diverfion of his 
Lifes ail which he confirm, by the frequent Practices of moft 
Chriftian Philo‘ophers, who dilpute for and againft the Motion of 
the Earth, the Univerfalitry of the Deluge, ec. 

The Writer therefore of this Letrer examines and pretends to 
confure many of thofe Vulgar Opinions concerning the Formation 
ot the Werld out of a Chars, andthe many Changesthe Earth is 
faid to have underzone by a general Flood, as alfo the various 
Ways of peopling the Globe, and of the Stile or Manner of 
Writing usd among the Orientals. 

The molt ccniiderable Aypothefis attack’d by our Oxford Gentlea 
man is that of Nicholas Steno, publifhed Ann. 1669, and 1671, in 
his Anatom. Cans Carcharia ; andin his Prodromus to a Differtation 
concerning the feveral Changes of the Earth, &c. Which is, that 
sur Glebe hath been all cover’d, diflolv’d, and mingled with Wa- 
ters and that our preient Mafs of Earth is nothing but the feveral 
Sediments or Beas of that Mixture falling down, and fettling in fo 
many Layers or Strata of Sand, Gravel, Clay, Stone, @c. di- 
vided by Perpendicular and Horizontal Fifures: The main Ar- 
guinent whereof Dr. Steno fetches from the Site, Figure, and 
Order of the fe Sediments or Beds, and from the Number and Va- 
riety of Sea-Shells, patts of Animals and Vegetables, all lodged. 
and embodied in thefe feveral fubterraneous Solids; either really 
in their trne natural Subttances, or Textures, or elfe in Delinea- 
taons, Figures, Impreflions or Mouldings. 

The Author of thefe Papers being not fatisfy’d with the moft 
convinclpg Proofs, and indeed Demonftrations laid down by Steno 
in the two forementioned Tratls, runs out into maPy nice and cue 
rious Speculations, which feem to oppofe and overthrow all the 
oround-work contriv’d by Steno. 

His Arguments are taken from the Face of Nature, and Matter 
af Pact, ashe prefames to infinuate. Firlt, He arguss-ehat the 
fubter- 
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fubterraneous World is not di{posd in that regular Order or Si- 
tuation of Sediments out of a Fluid; becaufe the moft hea- 
vy Metals and Stones often lie near the Surface and Top of 
the Earth, and lighter Bodies under them; that Shells, and 
Plants found in Metallick Oars, and in Marbles, could not poffi- 
bly come there by any Laws of Gravity or Defcent; nor could 
the brittle Shells and tender Leaves be preferv’d entire and 
whole, during {uch a general Diilofution of Rocks, Mountains, 
and the moft obdurate Bodies. 

Secondly, Our arbor will not conceive how the Animals could 
be preferv’d alive in this general Cataffrephe, nor how the New 
World and diftant IRands could be ftock’d with Axssmals that never 
were in fia: Here he takes occafion to compare America, and 
other lately difcover’d Regions, with thofe of the old known Coun. 
tries, and concludes. their Origsnal not tobe yet made out with 
any tolerable clearnefs 5 nor indeed that of Wegro's inhabiting the 
Weftern Coafts of Africa. 

After all he declares his Opinion in thefe dubious Problems to 
be, that the Earth was thus created in the beginning, that /ubter- 
vaneous Bodses fhoot, and vegetate into great variety of Figures, 
many of whichare neither to be matched at Sea nor Land ; un- 
lefs we vainly fancy that the greateit part of the Original Crea- 
tion is utterly loft and deftroy’d, for we find nothing like to fome 
of thefe foffil-figur’d Shells andWegetables. Befides, the Author is 
confident that Shel/s are often found in humane and other Animat 
Bodies, and that fome Plants and Infeits may rife up where fem- 
nal Parents never came; therefore he will needs conclude that 
{uch fubterraneous Appearances are no neceflary Proofs of any 
general Diffolution of the Earth imagin’d by the Ingemows Steno ; 
who yet muft be own’d an over-match for our Academick, whofe 
Affertion is, thatthey are AZock-fhells, or Foffil-fhell Stones, and 
mock Plants, all Creatures of the Earth. 

To thefe Effays we may add other Objeéisons brought by fome 
Philofophers againft the Stenonian Fiypothe(is of Sediments, as that 
our fofil Sale could not fettle down from that Mafs of Waters, 
in whofe Pores it would always float. That the Ark could fcarce 
have been kept together, when all the Metals, Bolts, and Nails 
muft have been diflolv’d. That the Mountains were not taken to 


~ pieces, nor mingled all together in the Flood, becaufe AZofes himfelf 
liii 2 tells 
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tells us in plain words, that the Hills ftood firm in the Deluge, 
and appear d immediately the fame upon the finking of the Wa- 
ters; but enough of this Thread-bare Controverfy, which may be 
read at leafure in thofe Authors mention’d by the Oxonian in his 
Effays, pag. 10,14. To whichwe may fubjoin the Honourable 
Mr. Boyle, who in his A7iffory of Gems, and in fome other Traéts, 
proves the Growth of Stones, Minerals, and other Foflils ; how 
in their embrionated States they are fluid, or fcft, and fo ma 
eafily admit extraneous Bodies into them, as Infects, Herbs, 
Shells, Gc. without having recourfe for fuch Phenomena to any 
univerfal Diflolution of our Earth ina Deluge, and their fubfid- 
ing down with heavy foffil Particles into thofe Layers or Beds of 
Sediments defcribed by Steno. 

Many ftrong Arguments occur in Camden’s Britan. p. 692, 693. 
againft this Opinion maintain’d by Steno, which the Reader may 
turn toat leifure , as that the Roots, Flowers, Fruits and Seeds 
of Plants feldom or never appear on Stones 3 that thefe Delinea- 
tions of Mock-leaves fo common on Slate, are not as to their 
majority reconcileable with thofe produced in the fame Country, 

-and many of them totally different from ali Plants whatever, that 
have been yet figur’d or defcrib’d. The fame is affirm’d of many 
of the Foflil Shells, and the Mock-fhell Stones, by that curious 
Keeper of the Oxford Mufenm, who feems to promife his Obferva- 
tions upon thefe fubterraneows Productions, which we all expect here 
with great impatience, he being a Perfon exactly skill’d in thefe 
Enquiries, and of a very found unbiafs’d Judgment.

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POSTSCRIPT. 


PON reviewing thefe two Effays from Oxford, I find that I 
have touched the moft confiderable Part of the Work with 
two negligent a brevity ; I mean, the fecond Part of the fii? Ef- 
fay concerning the peopling and planting the new World, and other re- 
mote Countries: In handling of which the Author feems to make a 
fort of Parade of his Literature in Geography, tho indeed he is 
now and then miftaken in Diftances, unleis, pag. 25. he means 
Miles by Leagues, for his Affirmation of the Longitudes of Ber- 
mudas and the Azeres is erroneous in the common Acccptation ; 
but of fome of the Iilands in the Som Seas his Calculation may 
be true, of their being a thcufand Leagues remote from any Con- 
tinent. 

The chief Defign of this Piece is to thew the Author’s diflatif- 
faction with the Account the Fews have given of peopling and 
planting the World before and after the Deluge, as alfo to con- 
fute the Opinions of many Modern Writers in conveying of Colo- 
nies and Animals from the old /Vorld into the New, by the Ways 
of Norway, Tartary, China, Africa, Wales, &c. 

His principal Arguments are fetch’d from the Difficulties of fuch 
Migrations through frozen Climates, boifterous Seas, @c. and 
from the Differences in the Manners, Languages, Habits, Reli- 
gions, Hue or Colour, Diets, Arts and Cuftoms ; as alfo in the 
{trangenefs of their Quadrupeds, Birds, Serpents, and Infects ; 
many of which were never feenin Afia, Africa, or Ewrope, tho 
fome are common to both the Old and New World. The pro- 
digious and incredible Numbers of different Nations on the Ri- 
vers Amazons, and St. Lawrence, in Brafile, Peru and Mexico, fur- 
nifh Materials for new Thoughts. __ 

He affirms the Americans knew nothing of Stile, Pen, Ink, Pa- 
per, nor any manner of Letters, or Writing, but reckon d by 


ftrung Beads, Knots, and Pebbles. They had neither Bellows, . 


Saws, nor Nails, tho plenty of Iron intheir Country : No Horfes 
amongft them, nor our fort of Cow, nor our Sheep, nor our bark- 
ing Dogs; therefore the Author feems to wonder that the firft 
Inhabitants fhould carry along with them out of the od World fo 
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many fierce, venomous and deftructive Creatures, and leave the 
iniid and useful Ones behind 5 but he is more furpriz’d that the 
firli Paffenwers {hould exhauft this their Native Country of many 
Species of Ammals never found in it fince (nor perhaps before) 
their geuerally believ’d Adigration, Greater Difficulties are rais’d 
about planting the Terra Auftralzs, and the vaft deftant Iflands with 
Creatures that are ftrangers both to the ew and old World. But 
to all thefe Objettions 1 hupe one Day to fend you a fatisfactory 
Anfwer, as alfo aclear Hiftory of the Negroes, and in what they 
differ trom the Whites, and why peculiar to the Weltern Coafts of 
Africa. . 
As to his Remarks on the Adythological, Romantich, ~Znigmatical, 
Allegorical, and Typical manners of writing us’d amongft the Egyp- 
trans, Syrians, Hebi ews, and Greeks 5 | fhall give you in my next the 
Obfervations and Examination | have made of them. ; 








Chritianity not MySterious: or a Treatife fhewing that 
there is nothing im the Gofpel contrary to Reafon, nor 
above it; and that no Chriftian Doctrme can be pro- 


perly calleda Myitery. In8°. Lond. 1696. 


Aving been told from our Cradle, that the Chriftian Religion 
contains great and fublime AAseries, ’tis likely that many 
People will be offended at the Title of this Book, and think, 
without any examination, that the Author can be no lefs than an 
Heretick to maintainthe contrary. This Prejudice, tho never fo 
common, is very unjaft ; and methinks we ought in this Cafe, as in 
all others, to hear a Man before we pafs Judgment upon him. My 
Bulinefs being not to commend or condemn Books, but only to 
give an Account of the Defign of their Authors, Ile forbear any 
farther Reflections. 

Our Author has undertaken to fhew three things ; 1. That the 
true Religion muft neceflarily be reafonable and intelligible. 
2. That thofe requifite Conditions are found in Chriftianity : 
And, 3. that the Chriftian Religion was divinely revealed from 

Heaven. 
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Heaven. In this firft Treatife he endeavours to preve that the 
reputed Myfteries of the Gofyvel aie neither contrary to Reifon, 
nor above it, nor properly Myiteries. Inthe fecond he attempts 
a particular and rational Explanation of thefe reputed Mytteries. 
And, liitly, in the third he demonftrates the Verity of Divine 
Revelation, againft Detitsand Athelits. This Method feems to 
him more agreeable to the Order of Nature, than that common- 
ly ufed in Syftems of Divinity: They prove, fays he, the Au- 
thority and Perfection, before they teach the Contents of Serip- 
tures but how can any be fure that the Scripture contains all things 
neceflary to Salvation, till he firft readsit over ? Nay, how can 
he conclude it to be Scripture, or the Word of God, till he ex- 
actly ftudies it ? 

The fubject Matter of this Treatife, which is to be followed by 
two others, asl have intimated, being thus flated, viz. That there 
ws nothing in the Gofpel contrary to Reafon, nor above it 5 and that no 
Chriftian Doétrine can be properly called a Adyftery: The Author 
proceeds to the proof thereof, and divides his Book into three 
Sections 5 the firft whereof treats of Reafon. 

This preliminary Dillertation will perhaps appear fomewhat 
ob{cure to ordinary Readers, | mean to fich who perufe not Books 
with application of Thought; and the Author owns it has been 
inferted, efpecially to prevent the forefeen Wranglings of certain 
Men, who (tudy more to protraé and perplex, than terminate a Con- 
treverfy. He tells us firit of all, that Reafon is not the Soul ab- 
f{tractly confidered, nor that Order or Report which is naturally 
between all things, but that it may be defined that Faculty of the 
Soul which difcovers thecertainty of any thing dubious or ob/cure, by 
comparing wt with fometning evidently knowns, whereas when the 
Mind, without the afliftance of any other Jaca, immediately per- 
ceives the Agreement or Difagreement of two or more J/deas, 33 
that two and two are four, that Red is not Blues that Methed of 
Knowledg is called Selfevidence, or latuition. It follows from 
thence,that when we haveno Notions or Ideas of a thing, we (an’c 
reafon about it at all. The Author diftingnithesin the next place, 
the Means of Information, from the Gi ound of Perfwafion : By the 
firft he underftands thofe Ways whercby any thing comes barcly to 
our Knowledg, without neceflarily commanding our Alicnt; end 

by che Ground of Perfwaiion, that Ru'e by which we judy of ae 
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Trath, and which irrefiftibly convinces the Mind. The Means of 
Information are Expcrience end Authority , and the infallible 
Rule or Ground of all right Per{wafion, 1s Evidence, which con- 
fifts in the exact conformity of our Idea’s or Thoughts with their 
Objects, or the things we think upon; for as we have only Idea’s 
in us, and not the things themfelves, “tis by thofe we mult forma 
Judgment of thefe. This is the Conclufion of the firit Section, 
which contains four Chapters. 

In the Second the Author proves, that the Doctrines of the Go- 
{pel are not contrary to Reafon ; and by what is contrary to Rea- : 
fon, he underftands, what 1 evidently repugnant to clear and diftintt 
Ideas, or to onr common Notions. The Author owns, that no Chri- 
{tian (for ought he knows) exprefly fays, that Reafon and the 
Gofpel are contrary to one another; but, fays he, they affirm 
the fame thing in other Terms, when they maintain that though ; 
the Doétrines of the latter cannot in themfelves be contradictory 
to the Principles of the former, as proceeding both from God ; 
yet that according to our Conceptions of them they may feem di- 
rectly to clafh ; and that though we cannot reconcile them by rea- 
fon of our corrupt and limited Underftandings, yet that from 
the Authority of Divine Revelation we are bound to believe and 
acquiefce in them. This brings our Author to examine in the 
firit Chapter the Abfurdity and Effects of admitting any real or 
feeming Contradiction in Religion. 

The fecond Chapter treats of the Authority of Revelation, as 
itregards this Controverfy ; and the Author maintains, that it is 
not a neceflitating Motive of Affent, but a mean of Information, as 
he has more largely declared in the firft Section, and that we muft 
believe nothing without Evidence in the things themfelves; the 
clear conception we form of what is told us, and not the Autho- 
rity of him that fpeaks, being the Ground of Perfwafion. The 
Words of Revelation muft be intelligible, and the Matter re- 
vealed podible: for, faysour Author, if we countthat Perfon a 

‘Fool who requires our Ailent to what is manifeftly incredible, how 
dare we blafphemoufly attribute to the moft perfect Being what 
is an acknowledged Defect in one of our felves ? We can no more 
believe unintelligible Relations from the Revelation of God, than 
irom that of Man; for the conceived Idea’s of things being 
t'c only Subjects of believinz, denying, approving, and every 
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other Act of the Underftanding, all Matters revealed by God 
or Man, mutt be equaily intelligible and poflivle. So far both Re- 
velations agree, but inthis they ciiler, that though the Revela- 
tion of Man fhoeld be thus qvaliicd, yet be mriy iv pofe upon me as 
tothe Truth of the thiag: whereas what God is pleated to difco- 
vertome, isnot only clear to my Reafon, (without which his 
Revelation could make me nowiter) but likesile it és always 
true, God being not capable to dicvive me as Man ts. 

[In the third Chapter the Author undertakes to prove. that by 
Chriftianity was intended a rational and intelli sible Religion ; 
and this he evidences, +. From the Works and Miracles of Chrilt, 
which were fuch as the fhiifnecked Jers themflves could noc 
deny tobe divine, 2. From the Method followed in the Gofpel s 
and, 3. From its Stile, which is moft eafy, moi natural, and in 
the common Dialect of thofe to whom it was immediately con- 
figned. No pretences therefore can be drawn from the Obfcuri- 
ty of the Language in favour cf the irrational Hypothefis , for all 
Men are fuppofed to underftand the daily ufe of their Mo- 
ther-Tongue: whereas the Stile of the Learned is unintelli- 
gible to the Vulgar. Inthort, Peter exhorteth Cirifiians to be 
rcady always to give an Anfwer to every one that asksthem a Rea- 
fon of their Hope; but, pray, to what purpofe fhould be this 
Exhortation, were Chrift?s Doctrines incomprehenfible? Were 
Men oblig’d to believe what is contrary to natural Reafon, and 
our own ordinary Idea’s, who could fay to God as David, Thy 
Word is a Lamp unto my Feet, and a Light unto my Path? 

The fourth Chapter contains the Author’s Anfwers tothe Ob- 
jections drawn fromthe pravity of Humane Reafon, and fhew- 
eth that Reafon, taken for that Faculty every one has of judging of his 
Idea’s according to their agreement and difagreement, and fo of loving 
what feems good unto him, and hating what he thinks evil, is whole and 
entire in every one whofe Organs are not accidentally indifpofed 5 
but if by Reafon, be under{tood a conftant right ufe of that Fa- 
culty, it muft be confefled it isextreamly corrupt, for we are too 
prone to frame wrong Conceptions and as erroncous Judgments 
of things. We generally covet what flattcrs our Seifcs, with- 
out diftinguifhing noxious from innocent Pleefures, and our Ha- 
tred is as partial, But as thefe Diforders are fo far from being 


Reafon, that they are contrary to it; Ict no Body think to be 
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excafed by this smaginary Corruption, but Icarn from the Scripture, 
that the Gofpel! is only hid to them whofe Minds are blinded by 
the Godof this World; and therefore let us amend our Ways, 
and turn from our Iniquities. : | 

Our Author having proved that there is nothing in the Gofpel 
contrary to Reafon, undertakes to prove in the third Section, 
That there is nothing myfterious cr above Reafon in the fame, and 
becaufe the definition of Words is abiolutely neceflary to under- 
ftand the State of the Queftion, he tells us that this Expreffion, to 
be above, thouch not contrary to Reafon, istakenin a twofold figni- 
fication: 1. It denotes a thing intelligible of it felf, but fo covered 
by figurative Words, Types and Ceremonies, that Reafon can- 
not penctrate the Vail, nor fee what is under it tél it be removed. 
2. It is made to fignify athing of its own Nature inconceivable, 
and not tobe judged of by our ordinary Faculties and Ideas, 
though it be never fo clearly revealed. In both thefe Senfes to be 
above Reafon, is the fame thing with Myftery, and they are con- 
vertible Terms in Divinity. 

This being premifed, the Author gives us in the firft Chapter, 
the Hiflory and fignification of Affery, in the Writings and 
Theology of the Antient Gentiles, whereof it was a confidera- 
ble Term; and fheweth, by a great number of Quotations, that 
they underftood by Myftery, a thing intelligible of it felf, but fo 
vailed by others, that it could not be Known without fpecial Re- 
velation. The word Myftery is conftartly ufed by the Greek 
and Roman Authors, as a very vulgar Expreffion for any thing 
Sacred or Profane, that ts delignedly kept fecret, or accidentally 
obfcure, and it is fill ac this Day the common Acceptation of it 
amongzit us: For when we cannot fce clearly into a Bufinefs, we 
fay it isa Myfleryto us. But in point of Religion, many take 
this word Myftery in the fecond Senfe, viz. for a thing inconceiva- 
ble suit felf, however clearly revealed. in on riition to this Opinion 
our Author undertakes to demonftrate, that inthe New Tetta- 
ment Affrery is always ufed in the firit fenfecf the word, or that 
of the Gentiles, wz. for things naturally very intelligible, but 
fo covered by figurative Words or Rites, that Reafon could not 
difcover them without fpecial Revelation. 

2. That the Vail is actualiy taken away, from whence it will ma- 


nifeftly follow, that the Doctrine fo revealed cannot now be pro- . 
perly called AGstery. To 
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To fucceed in his Undertaking, the Author proves fir? of ail 
in the fecond Chapter, that nothing can be faid tobe a Myitery 
becaufe we have not an adequate Idea cf it, or adiiiinct wew oF 
allits Properties atonce; for indecd were this tree, then every 
thing inthe World would be a Myflery: We koow nothing or 
Bodies but their Properties, and God has wile'y proviccd chit

Secondly, That wit is revealed 
in Religion, as itis more ufetul and neccilary, fo ic mull and may 
be eafily comprehended, and found as coniiient with our come 
mon Notions, as what we know of Wood or Stone, of Air, of 
Water, andthe like. And, thirdly, that when we do as fami- 
liarlyexplain fuch Doctrines, as what is known of natural things, 
(which he pretends wecan) we may be as properly faid to compre- 
hend the one as the other. Neither God himfelf therefore, nor 
any of his Attributes, are Myfterics to us for want of an ade- 
quate Idea; and Eternity isno more above Rea/in becaufe it can- 
not be imagined, than a Circle becaufe st may; for in both Cafes 
Reafon performs its parts according to the different Nature of 
the Objects, whereof the one is eflentially imaginable, the other 
not. We know nothing neither of the real Effence of things, 
thatis, their intrinfick Confitution, which is the Ground or Sup- 
portef all their Properties, and from which they nacural flow, 
but it cannot be faid for all that, that thef thines are 2bove our 
Reafon; for then, as it has been already faid, allihings tn the 
World without exception will be Myfteries, the real Etience of 

one thing being no more knowable than thai ot anovhor. 
The third Chapter treats of the Signification of the word A%- 
fiery in the New Teftament, and the Writings of the mot Antl-

us mylt error, 1 ou aye to be naturahy decided by the New Tefta- 
ment, wherein the Chriiidan Fach ts originally contained 5 and [| 
appeal, faye the Author, ta this Trzdenal. He obferveth in the 
firifplace, thet fome Lyvangclick Doctrines are called Adsteries in 
a more gencral, or ina more particular Senfe. The firft are cer- 
tain Mattcrs of Fact only known to God, ard lodged in his De- 
cree, cr fica Events as were guite loft and forgotin the World, 
which no Ecdy was able to difcover. Secondly, Some Doétrines 
of the New Teftament ere more particularly called Myfteries, be- 
caufe they were hid (rom God’s peculiar People under the Mofa- 
ick Osconomy, and not fully revealed till the New Teftament 
Times, bei: g vailed before by various Typical Reprefentations, 
Ceremonies and figuraive Expreiiions. He then tranfcribes ail 
the Paliigesof the New Teltament, whereinthe word Mystery is 
mentioncd, to make out thefe three things. 1. That Myftery is 
read for the Gofpel, or the Chriftian Religion in general, as it 
was a future Difpenfition totally hid from the Gentiles, and but 
very impericly known to the Jews. 2. That fome particular 
Doétrines occationally revealed by the Apoftles, are faid to be ma- 
nifefted Atysteries, that is, unfolded Secrets. And, 3. that My- 
{tery is put for any thing vailed under Parables, or enigmatical 
Forms of Speech. He concludes this Chapter by the Teftimony 
of fome of the Primitive Fathers, and affirms, that all of them of 
the three firft Centuries, had exactly the fame Notion of Mystery 
that he has. 

The fourth Chapter contains fome Objections brought from 
particular Texts of Scripture, from the Nature of Faith and Mi- 
racl:s, witn the Author’s Anfwers to the fame; and the fifth 
fheweth when, why, and by whom A%steries were brought into 
Chriftiamty + but having been fo long upon the foregoing Chap- 
ters, Lonly mention the Title of thefe, 
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Queftiones ab illuftri Ludolpho propofite Grego: 
rio Flabeffiao vito pio & docto: Giine an 
Account of the chtef Tenets of the Abyflinians. 


HIS Treatife is yet but a Manufcripr, an Account whercof 
has been communicated to me, which I have thought fit to 
publifh, and efpecially fince I have been acquainted, that a Lear- 
ned Divine of our Church defigns to oblige the World with an 
Ecclefiaftical Hiftory of Eshiopia, collected out of the bolt Au- 
thors: For if this Account falls foon enough into his Hands, ‘tis 
likely that ic will help him to correct fome Miflakes of the Au- 
thors he makes ufe of. 

It would be fuperfluous to fay any thing in commendation of 
the Learned Ludelph , his Hiltory of Ethiopia, and his Epiftole S.- 
maritane, betides many other Books, have made him fulhciently 
known in the Common-wealth of Learning , but it will not be a- 
mifs to fay how his Queftions were conveyed to the Learned -4ly/- 
finian, mentioned in the Title, and how his Anfwers were aiter- 
wards tran{mitted to him. This we learn from a Letter in 
Dutch, annexed to this Treatife, written from Sura:te to the Di- 
rectors of the Eaft-India Company of Holland, datcd Decemb. 8, 
1685. Monfieur Ladolph finding that the Authors who have gi- 
ven us an Account of the Religion of £thiopians, do oftcn contra- 
dict themfelves, and thereby the Reader is at a lofs what to be- 
lieve, defired thofe Gentlemen to procure him an Anfwer from 
fome learned Man amongft that People, to twelve Queftions by 
him propofed ; and they charged their Directors in the Eu/P- Indies 
with that Commiflion, and this isthe Anfwer they received. 

The firft Queftion concerns the Holy Scriptures, the Canonical 


Books, and the Councils which they own for Occumensck and it 
appears by the Anfwer that they divide the Old Tcftament 1.to 
four Parts, and the New into as many. The Lam, thie Lungs, 
Salomon, andthe Prophets, arethe Gercral Titles of the Books of 
the Old Teftament. Under the Law are included the fc Books 
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of Afofes, Fofaua, Fudges, and Ruth: under the Kings, the 1 
and 2d of Kings, the 1(¢ and 2d Book of the Chronicles, the 1 
and 2d Book of Zzra, thofe of Tobia, Fuduh, Efther, Fob, and 
the Pfalas. By the Title of Salomon, they mean the Proverbs, 
the Sermon or Ecclefiafles, Salomon’s Song, the Wifdom, and the 
rook of the Sonof Sirac. Under the fourth general Title are 
included all the Books of the Prophets, in the fame order they are 
in our Canon, with this diilcrence only, that the Book of Baruc 
comes immediately after the Lamentations of Feremiah, the two 
Looks of Adaceabees are alfo contained under this Head. 

The New Yeftament is alfo divided into four Parts, vz. the Go. 
fpels,the Aits of the Apoftles, Pant, and the Apotles. The ft Part con- 
rains the four Gofpels, the 2d the Adts.the 34 the Epiitles of St. Paul, 
as they are found in our New Teitament; butthe 42, befides the 
Epiftles of the oiher Apotiles which we have, contains 8 Books 
altogether unknown tous. The vy/inians attribute them to the 
Apoities, and callthem AZanda, that 1s, Precepisand Command. 
ments, and Aprelzs which fignifies Canon, The, own the Nicene 
Councils, and thofe of Conjiantincple and Epkefiz, but they reject 
that of Chiulcedon, in which Diofcorus was condemned and excom- 
municated, not, if we believe them, for being a Sectator of 
Entyches, but out of Envy and Jealoufy. 

The fecond Queftion propofed by Monficur Lidolph, relates to 
the Terzs they make ule of to explain their Oninion about the Tri- 
aity and it appcars by the Anfwers thet they ufe a word which may 
be trauiloicd face 5 but by the Expiauations that Dactor gives of 


ify fis pliin, that they underfland by that word, the fame thing 
the Creeks underftood by wacseos; and that they have enother 
Tain which antwers to our Word Perfon; in fhort, that their 
Fain isthe fame on that Pointas thatof the Latin Church. 
Yothe third Queftion, which concerns the Union of the two 
Natures in Jetus Chrilt, and hisdefcent into Hell, our Abyfinian 
eniwers, thatthcey icjct the Errors of Extyches, and that their 
Church believes that ince the Incarnation of the Word, there have 
been two Naturesin Chrift, in fo much that he is truly God and 
Man without feraration,chinge and cenfufion. The Godhead was 
unica witathe Manncod, fays he, as Fire unites it felf with Iron, 
erthe Light with the Eyes. As tothe fecond part of the Quefti- 
on he telis us, thatthe Erhropians believe the Defcent of Chrift 
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one they own, but becaufe it is contained ina Book which they 
have a great re{pect for, called The Faith of the Fathers. We fur- 
ther tells Mr. Ludolph, that the Authors quoted by him in his 
Queftion, «re much miftaken in affrming, that they belicve that 
Chrift defcended into Hell, to fet at liberty the Souls of Adam and 
other Holy Men of the Old Teftament, and even his own Soul ; 
which laft Opinion they difown as a great Error. 

The fourth Queftion concerns the Proceflion of the Holy Ghoft, 
and the An{wer isa little obfcure , but it appears that they be- 
lieve that he proceeds from the Father, and takes from the Son, as it 
is exprefled in St. Fobn. 

The fifth Queftion is about Baptifm, and why they retain the 
Circumcifion ; to which he anfwers, that they don’c retain it to 
Fudaize, but only out of refpect for Antient Cuftoms. They cir- 
cumcife their Children eight days after their Birth, not in the 
Church but in their Houfes ; and that Ceremony is performed by 
Women, and not by Prieftsas among the Jews. They circumcife 
their, Daughters as well as their Sons, but the manner of it is not 
fitto be related here. They ufed formerly to baptize their Boys 
_ forty days after their Birth, and their Gir!s after fourfcore ; but 
now there is no time fixed,and they baptize when it is their Fathers 
Will to have it, provided they are firftcircumcifed. The Chil- 
dren are prefented by God-fathers. They turn their Faces tothe 
four parts of the World, to fignify that God who fanctifies them 
is Lord of the Univerfe , they blow and lay their Hands upon 
them, and anoint them with Oil confecrated by the Metropoli- 
tan, ifthere be any, for ’tisnot looked upon as ellential to Bap- 
timfm: They pray upon them, but they don’t exorcife the Wa- 
ter, but only the Child with thefe words, Come out of bim unclean 
Spirit. They afterwards pour upon his Lips fome drops of the con- 
fecrated Wine of the Eucharift , butic is not true as it is repor- 
ted, that they adminifter them the Sacrament of the Lord?s Supper, 
nor a Baptifm of Fire in putting a Red Crofson their Forcheads. 
They do not believe that Children become Holy in their Mothers 
Womb when they receive the Eucharift 5 nor is it true that they 
repeat their firft Baptifmevery Year. Our Doctor tells us, thas 
the Feaft they celebrate every Year in commemoration of the Pap- 
tif of Chrift, has in alllikelihood given occafion to that Kepore, 
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that that Feaft lafts feveral Days, and they go as much as they can 
op the Water, frging and giving all other Demonftrations of Jor. 

On the fixth Qucftion concerning the Eucharift our Doétor tells 
us, that they receive it under both Kinds, the Laicks as well as the 
Cirey, that thy make ufe of leavened Bread ; that they commu- 
picate inthe Church as often as they pleafe, (the Cuftom of car- 
rying the Communion to tick Folks in their Houfe, being but late- 
iy introduced among then), that they forbear fpitting a whole 
day alter; that they have but one fingle Ada/s a day in a Church, 
and that “tis never lawful to receive any Money tor the fame. He 
tls us alfo, that they own bue three Sacraments, vz. Bap- 
tifin, the Lord’s Supper, and the Confeflion ; and that the extream 
Uln.tion, and other Sacraments of the Papifts, arc unknown to 
them. 

The Atricular Confeffion is the fubj:ct Matter of the 7th Que- 
ftion, and of the Anfwer tothe fame , from which it appears that 
there isno Law which commands the Abyfinians to confefs them- 
{-lyes at certain times, the Sinner isthe beit Judg of it. The Pe- 
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naltics inlited are commonly Fafts,or Alms 3 but when the Tranf- 


ereflion isgreat, they are condemned to whip themfelves; and 
wien they are about it they make ufe of thefe words, Let ws cha- 
Cile ovr felucs, Lt Ged flould chaftife ws, and that be may have mercy 
upon 1s, - 
Tothe °th Queftion propefed by-Monficur Ludolph, concerning 
the ech fiattical Miniftry, and other things belonging to the fame, 
our Dot<tor anfwerss 1. That formerly the Order of Priefthood 
was not conferred upon Perfons under 30 Years of Age, but now 
that Cultom is laid alide. 2. Thofe who areborn Illegitimate are 
never recciwdinto Orders. 3. Few Priefts marry when they have 
scccived their Ordinaticns 5 but if they are married before, they 
ate obliged to continue with their Wives. 4. Monks are bound to 
afingle Life; butif any of them fhould marry, there is no corpo- 
ral Punithment infided for the fame; they caft him out of the 
Monallery, and he ts look’d upon with flight and fcorn. 5. The 
Noviciaie of Monks was heretofore of feven Years, but now it lafts 
bur ones they never make Vows nor Oaths, but they barely pro- 
mife to lead a finele Live, to forfake the World, and to fubmit 
chomlclyves tothe Lawsof their Order. 6. Priefts are forbidden 
fo marry a fecond time, upon pain of being depofed ; and itis 
- not 
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not lawful for them to kcep a Concubine. 5. Vhe number of Chur- 
ches and Priefts isnot fixed. §. The Pricfs have no manner of 
fhare inthe Civil Government. 9. They are chofen by the luhabi- 
tants of Towns, and the Metropolitan gives them the Ordination. 
to. They read publickly in Chu.ches the holy Scriptures and Li- 
turgies, but they have no Sermons. 11. It Celongs tothe Patriarch 
of Alexandria, and Bifhops of Egypt to elest the Metropolitan of 
Ethiopia, who is commonly of Alexandria, and a Monk of the Or- 
der of St. Anthony. 12, That Metropolitan has Power to excom- 
municate fuch as have committed great Crimes. 13. The King 
feizes his Revenues and Riches upon his Death, bat he reftores 
them to his Succeflor immediately after his Election. 14. Every 
Church has certain Revenues appointed for the Maintenance of the 
Minifters. 15. All Ethiopians in general wear long Beards, and it 
Is not true that the Laicks are obliged to fhave themfelves. 16. 
When Priefts go upon along Journey, they have a Crofs painted 
on their Hands as a Mark of their Pricfthood, but they wear no 
Crucifix ; they allow Pictures, but they abhor all graven Images. 
17. They have no holy Water in their Churches, but when they 
vifit the Sick,they read the Gofpel, and pour on them fome Water 
which they call Water of Prayer. 18. They have no publick Schools, 
but Priefts teach them to read and write; and if they have a mind 
to make a farther progrefs in Learning,they board in Monafteries. 
The 9th Queftion is about Matrimony, and it appears that Poly- 
gamy is not lawful amongft them 3 and thofe who are guilty of that 
Crime, are excluded from their Aflemblies: Adultery is punifhed 
by the Confifcation of the Eftate of the Adulterer, to the Profit of 
the Party offended. The Marriage of Deacons is performed in 
Churches, but all other in private Houfes : Their Feaft on that Oc- 
cafion lafts ten days, during which the married Couple keep al- 
ways within Doors. When the Husband defires to be divorced 
from his Wife, he is exhorted to continue with her, but if he 
perfifts in his Refolution, the Divorce is granted, not by the Au- 
thority of the Kowiorat, that is, the Ecclefiaflical Tribunal, but by 
the Civil Magiftrate ; and he that fues for the Divorce, is obliged 
toreftore to his Wife her Eftate ; but if they both content to their 
Separation, their Eftate is cqually divided. Priefts arc excluded 
from that Privilege. °Tis not lawful for any to marry his Bro- 


ther’s Widow, as it was by the Law of Adofes, | 
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The Anfwer to the roth Queftion concerning Ceremonies, 
Rites, and other things of this Nature, is pretty long, and contains 
feveral Articles, of which I fhall only mention the moft curious, 
©, Women fick of their ordinary Diftemper, are. forbidden the 
Church, they ftay at Home or at the Doors of the Churches ; 
and when that Diftemper is over,they take another Apparel. They 
keep 40 days within Doors after they are delivered of a Boy, and 
So for aGirl. 2. The Abyffinsans pull off their Shoes when they 
come into their Churches, notin imitation of what AZ/es did on 
Horeb, but to exprefs their Refpect for the Holinefs of the Place. 
They do the like coming into the King’s Palace, they never fpit 
in the Churches, and attend Divine Service with great Silence and 
Application. 3. There is in every Church a Vail which covers a 
kind of Sanétuary, into which no Body is allowed to come but 
{uch who arein Orders. 4. They forbear eating moft part of the 
things forbidden by Mofes, not in imitation of the Jems, but out 
of refpect for an old Cuftom. 5. They invoke the Blefled Virgin 

and other Saints, and truft much to their Interceflion. 6. They 
have a great Number of Feafts, whereof the moft folemn are in 
commemoration of the greateft Events of the Gofpel. 7. Women 
were formerly forbidden to come into Monafteries; but now a- 
days it feems Monks are not fo wild, and lixe enough they’! 
srow more familiar. 
The 11th Queftion concerns the wifible Chief or Head of the 
Church: whereupon we are told that the Ethiopians confider the 
Pope asa Patriarch, to whom the firft Councils have given a Prece- 
dence above others but they reject the Authority he aflumes above 
them. They are under the fpiritual Jurif{diétion of the Patriarch of 
Mexandria, and have no manner of correfpondence with the Pope. 
inthe An{wer to the 12th Queftion, the Ethiopian Doctor treats 
of the Buri:l of the Dead, and of the Opinions of his Countrymen 
concerning the future State of the Soul: They acknowledg but two 
Places, the Paradife and Hell, and therefore no Limbo’s nor Parga- 


tory. However he owns that fomc amongft them believe that the 


Souls of holy Men will not be admitted into Heaven till after the 
fecond coming of Chrift,and the general Refurrection of the Dead: 
One may, it feems, infer from this Do¢trine, that they believe 


eat the Soul dies with the Body, and will rife again with the 
ame. w
